$5 Million in Grants Available 
Through Extrication Program 


As of April 1st of this year, Phase III of the Ontario Extrication 
Program officially got underway. This final phase of the pro- 
gram, which will take several years to complete, relates to the 
five million dollar grant provided by the Provincial Government 
to assist two levels of government in the purchase of basic auto 
extrication equipment. The grants are to be allocated through 
the Office of the Fire Marshal. Although the first priority will be 
to assist Counties, Districts or Regional Municipalities, then 
individual Municipalities, the exact guidelines for distribution 
are still being tinalized and will be announced very shortly. As 
these guidelines are tinalized, complete information, including 
the method of request, will be forwarded to all parties con- 
cerned. The grant funds will be available in three basic areas: 


1 $1,000 per fire station on a 50/50 basis toward the cost 
of a basic extrication kit. The kit to be recommended 
by the O.F.M. is approximately $2,000. 


2. Up to $25,000 on a 50/50 basis to each County, District 
or Regional Municipality on a single time basis only. 
The money will assist these upper tier Municipalities 
with establishing back-up units which could include 
vehicles, heavy duty equipment or any special equip- 
ment related to extrication. 


3 In addition to the grant, a fee for service will be paid to 
the upper tier Municipalties when their units respond 
on the Queen's highway. Also, special consideration 
will be given to those areas now being serviced by 
private, volunteer rescue organizations. 


Meanwhile, phases | and I! of the Extrication Program are well 
underway. An additional 3,000 firefighters will be trained this 
year and the training of 800 O-P.P. officers in selected areas is 
also underway. 


In order to implement the grant program, the Fire Advisory 
Services of the O.F.M. will be employing the services of a 
Program co-ordinator, two liason officers and support staff

Twenty-six houses in an area of the city known as 'H' block no longer 
‘exist as a result of numerous Orders being issued against Mehamar 
Holdings Limited and Mortgagees owning residential dwellings on the 
property 


Almost two years ago, Barrie Fire Chief J.V. McAllister recognized the 
city block of one of two storey dwellings as a “serious fire hazard". Fire 
Marshal's Orders were served demanding the houses be removed or 
structural repairs of alterations be carried out, but the owners of the 
property failed to comply. Deputy Fire Marshal Al Williams called upon 
the legal services of the Ministry of the Solicitor General and also 
consulted with the local Crown Attorney. The Holding Company was 
taken to court, Evidence was presented by Fire Chief McAllister and 
OFM Engineer Jim Stevens as to the serious fire hazard posed by the 
vacant buildings, The owners were convicted of failure to comply. On 
June 23, 1981, the buildings were then ordered demolished by a Provin- 
cial Court Judge. A number of tenders were received for the demolition 





The houses were situated on a city block of property bounded by 
Worsley, Owen, Clapperton and McDonald Streets. Six dwellings, three 
of them occupied, are still standing on the site but it's possible some of 
them may still disappear along with the others. 


Chief McAllister said the houses had been boarded up but vagrants 
kept breaking into them and on at least a couple of occasions, his fire 
department had been called upon to extinguish fires. The chief said the 
buildings represented a potential loss of life as well as a fire threat to 
other nearby structures. He has expressed strong praise for the services 
provided by the Office of the Fire Marshal and its assistance in helping 
the city rid itself of the threat posed by 'H’ block, Serving the Orders of 
the absentee mortgagees was a massive job according to Deputy Fire 
Marshal Williams. OFM investigators traced down about 80% of themin 
various parts of the province, Canada and the U.S.A 








As soonas the ground thaws this spring, work will continue at the site to 
level the ground. This final phase of the project is due for completion by

Fire Emergency Plan Saves Stranded Motorists

Wind driven snow was creating zero visibility and six to eight 
foot drifts across the countryside. 


It was 5:30 p.m and Arthur Fire Chief Don Cudney was al home 
listening to storm reports on his 20 channel scanner receiver while 
his wife was preparing supper. The Chief's attention was suddenly 
drawn to repeated unheeded radio calls from a nearby O.P.P. 
detachment to one of its patrol cars, It became evident that the 
police officer in the patrol car was trying to reach the detachment 
but his calls were also going unanswered. The message from the 
patrol car officer . .. "We are stuck in a snow drift on Highway #6, 
five kilometers north of Arthur along with a unaccountable 
number of cars anda tour bus. We are wet and cold and people are 
beginning to panic”. Chief Cudney immediately telephoned the 
news to the Mount Forest O.P.P. detachment and offered assist- 
ance. His offer was based on an emergency fire plan for winter 
conditions. Through a relay telephone arrangement it took amere 
10 minutes to alert and assemble 15 fire fighters with snowmobiles 
Seven machines were immediately dispatched to the scene. 
loaded down with blankets, towels and used fire coats as well as a 
portable radio. However, 10 minutes later the radio carried back 
the distressing news that the snowmobiles were bogging down in 
the heavy drifts and the rest of the operation would have to be 
carried out on foot. Chief Cudney asked if it might be possible to 
get a snowplow and a school bus through, The answer was affir- 
mative "if the snowplow was big enough”. As soon as this informa- ; 
tion was relayed to the O.P.P. and the Ministry of Transport the arthur Fire Chief Don Cudney and members of his fire department used their emer- 
necessary vehicles were on their way.

MTC Legislation 
Reviewed at Conference 


Three issues of interest to fire deparments arose at the Fire Co- 
ordinators’ conference held in St. Catharines last November 

The conference reviewed Ministry of Transportation and Communi- 
cations legislation and its impacts on fire departments in Ontario. 

At this conference, co-ordinators stated that “vans that are used to 
carry equipment to the scene of a fire or emergency are subject to 
different standards throughout the province. 

These standards deal with whether a particular vehicle should be 
registered as a passenger vehicle, with the attendant full licensing fee, 
or whether the vehicle could be registered as a commercial motor 
vehicle, thereby qualifying for the $25 one-time fee. 

According to Don Godtrey, manager of the MTC’s Vehicle Licensing 
Office, such vehicles quality for commercial status. Fire departments 
wishing information may call the Fire Marshals Otfice 

At the conference there seemed to be a general misunderstanding 
about which vehicles qualify under the Highway Tratfic Act for the use 
of flashing red lights. 

MTC takes the position that only municipally-owned and operated 
vehicles qualify for this special status. Vehicles which are privately 
owned by members of the fire department, even if their use is munici- 
pally subsidized through meterage payments, are not within the scope 
of existing legislation 

The use by volunteer fire fighters of the flashing amber V.F-F. light 
does not authorize the exceptional behaviour laid down in the Highway 
Trattic Act for municipal fire department vehicles, which are usually 
required to display a flashing red light and/or a siren 








Supreme Court Rules on 
‘Mandatory’ Retirement 


A Supreme Court of Canada ruling on the retirement age for fire 
fighters has caused considerable controversy in this province. The 
court ruled that Ontario Municipalities cannot force their fire fighters to 
retire at age 60 despite any collective agreement which says they must. 
The decision was handed down on February 9th, 1982, but originated 
from an action in 1976 when two Etobicoke fire fighters turned 60 and 
were forced to retire. 


The two men claimed descrimination on the basis of age and took the 
matter to the Ontario Human Rights Commission where a board of 
inquiry ordered the men re-instated with back pay. Although two Onta- 
rio Courts rejected the decision the Supreme Court of Canada backed it 
by a seven to zero decision

$5 Million in Grants Available 
Through Extrication Program 


As of April 1st of this year, Phase III of the Ontario Extrication 
Program officially got underway. This final phase of the pro- 
gram, which will take several years to complete, relates to the 
five million dollar grant provided by the Provincial Government 
to assist two levels of government in the purchase of basic auto 
extrication equipment. The grants are to be allocated through 
the Office of the Fire Marshal. Although the first priority will be 
to assist Counties, Districts or Regional Municipalities, then 
individual Municipalities, the exact guidelines for distribution 
are still being finalized and will be announced very shortly. As 
these guidelines are finalized, complete information, including 
the method of request, will be forwarded to all parties con- 
cerned. The grant funds will be available in three basic areas: 


1 $1,000 per fire station on a 50/50 basis toward the cost 
of a basic extrication kit. The kit to be recommended 
by the O.F.M. is approximately $2,000, 


2 Up to $25,000 on a50/50 basis to each County, District 
or Regional Municipality on a single time basis only. 
The money will assist these upper tier Municipalities 
with establishing back-up units which could include 
vehicles, heavy duty equipment or any special equip- 
ment related to extrication 


3. In addition to the grant, a fee for service will be paid to 
the upper tier Municipalties when their units respond 
on the Queen's highway. Also, special consideration 
will be given to those areas now being serviced by 
Private, volunteer rescue organizations 


Meanwhile, phases | and I! of the Extrication Program are well 
underway. An additional 3,000 firefighters will be trained this 
year and the training of 800 O.P.P. officers in selected areas is 
also underway. 


In order to implement the grant program, the Fire Advisory 
Services of the O.F.M. will be employing the services of a 
program co-ordinator, two liason officers and support staff. 
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Serious Fire Threat 
Eliminated in Barrie 


Vast evidence of the effectiveness of an Order of the Fire Marshal can be 
witnessed in Barrie, Ontario. 


Twenty-six houses in an area of the city known as 'H’ block no longer 
exist as a result of numerous Orders being issued against Mehamar 
Holdings Limited and Mortgagees owning residential dwellings on the 
property. 


Almost two years ago, Barrie Fire Chief J.V. McAllister recognized the 
city block of one of two storey dwellings as a “serious fire hazard”. Fire 
Marshal's Orders were served demanding the houses be removed or 
structural repairs or alterations be carried out, but the owners of the 
property failed to comply. Deputy Fire Marshal Al Williams called upon 
the legal services of the Ministry of the Solicitor General and also 
consulted with the local Crown Attorney. The Holding Company was 
taken to court. Evidence was presented by Fire Chief McAllister and 
OFM Engineer Jim Stevens as to the serious fire hazard posed by the 
vacant buildings. The owners were convicted of failure to comply. On 
June 23, 1981, the buildings were then ordered demolished by a Provin- 
cial Court Judge. A number of tenders were received for the demolition 
work with the contract finally being awarded toa Bolton, Ontario firm in 
the amount of $45,900 








The houses were situated on a city block of property bounded by 
Worsley, Owen, on and McDonald Strests. Six dwellings, three 
of them occupied, are still standing on the site but it's possible some of 
them may still disappear along with the others. 





Chief McAllister said the houses had been boarded up but vagrants 
kept breaking into them and on at least a couple of occasions, his fire 
department had been called upon to extinguish fires, The chief said the 
buildings represented a potential loss of life as well as a fire threat to 
other nearby structures, He has expressed strong praise for the services 
provided by the Office of the Fire Marshal and its assistance in helping 
the city rid itself of the threat posed by 'H’ block. Serving the Orders of 
the absentee morlgagees was a massive job according to Deputy Fire 
Marshal Williams, OFM investigators traced down about 80% of them in 
various parts of the province, Canada and the U.S.A 


As soon as the ground thaws this spring, work will continue at the site to 
level the ground. This final phase of the project is due for completion by 
April 16th, 1982 and will mark the end of what can likely be described as. 
the most extensive use to date of Fire Marshal's Orders

Toronto Investiture 








Sunday, January 31st, 1982 will be remembered as one of the 
worst winter days in the Ontario village of Arthur, near Mount 
Forest 


Wind driven snow was creating zero visibility and six to eight 
foot drifts across the countryside 


It was 5:30 p.m and Arthur Fire Chief Don Cudney was at home 
listening to storm reports on his 20 channel scanner receiver while 
his wife was preparing supper. The Chief's attention was suddenly 
drawn to repeated unheeded radio calls from a nearby O.P.P 
detachment to one of its patrol cars. It became evident that the 
police officer in the patrol car was trying to reach the detachment 
but his calls were also going unanswered. The message from the 
patrol car officer... “We are stuck in a snow drift on Highway #6, 
five kilometers north of Arthur along with a unaccountable 
number of cars and tour bus, We are wet and cold and people are 
beginning to panic’. Chief Cudney immediately telephoned the 
news to the Mount Forest O.P.P. detachment and offered assist- 
ance. His offer was based on an emergency fire plan for winter 
conditions. Through a relay telephone arrangement it took a mere 
10 minutes to alert and assemble 15 fire fighters with snowmobiles 
Seven machines were immediately dispatched to the scene, 
loaded down with blankets, towels and used {ire coats as well as a 
portable radio. However, 10 minutes later the radio carried back 
the distressing news that the snowmobiles were bogging down in 
the heavy drifts and the rest of the operation would have to be 
carried out on foot. Chief Cudney asked if it might be possible to 
get a snowplow and a school bus through. The answer was affir- 
mative "if the snowplow was big enough”. As soon as this informa- 
tion was relayed to the O.P.P. and the Ministry of Transport the 
necessary vehicles were on their way. Meanwhile, another six fire 
fighters were dispatched to the scene and arrangements were 
made to send out another snowplow and two more school buses

MTC Legislation 
Reviewed at Conference 


Three issues of interest to fire deparments arose at the Fire Co- 
ordinators’ conference held in St. Catharines last November. 

The conference reviewed Ministry of Transportation and Communi- 
cations legislation and its impacts on fire departments in Ontario, 

At this conference, co-ordinators stated that “vans” that are used to 
carry equipment to the scene of a fire or emergency are subject to 
different standards throughout the province 

These standards deal with whether a particular vehicle should be 
registered as a passenger vehicle, with the attendant {ull licensing fee, 
or whether the vehicle could be registered as a commercial motor 
vehicle, thereby qualifying for the $25 one-time fee. 

According to Don Godfrey, manager of the MTC’s Vehicle Licensing 
Otfice, such vehicles qualify for commercial status. Fire departments 
wishing information may call the Fire Marshals Office. 

At the conference there seemed to be a general misunderstanding 
about which vehicles qualify under the Highway Traffic Act for the use 
of flashing red lights. 

MTC takes the position that only municipally-owned and operated 
vehicles qualify for this special status. Vehicles which are privately 
owned by members of the fire department, even if their use is munici- 
pally subsidized through meterage payments, are not within the scope 
of existing legislation 

The use by volunteer fire fighters of the flashing amber V.F-F. light 
does not authorize the exceptional behaviour laid down in the Highway 
Traffic Act for municipal fire department vehicles, which are usually 
required to display a flashing red light and/or a siren 


Supreme Court Rules on 
‘Mandatory’ Retirement 


A Supreme Court of Canada ruling on the retirement age for fire 
fighters has caused considerable controversy in this province, The 
court ruled that Ontario Municipalities cannot force their fire fighters to 
retire at age 60 despite any collective agreement which says they must 
The decision was handed down on February 9th, 1982, but originated 
trom an action in 1976 when two Etobicoke fire fighters turned 60 and 
were forced to retire. 


The two men claimed descrimination on the basis of age and took the 
matter to the Ontario Human Rights Commission where a board of 
inquiry ordered the men re-instated with back pay. Although two Onta- 
rio Courts rejected the decision the Supreme Court of Canada backed it 
by a seven to zero decision.

New Equipment Te 
f n Fire Fight 





Eighteen sets of equipment are being tested by fire fighters {rom the 
Toronto and Ottawa Fire Departments, under the direction of the Ad 
Hoc Committee of Occupational Health and Safety. Assistant Fire 
Marshal Sidney E. Oxenham is chairman of that committee. 

Turn out clothes, made out of different materials and by diferent 
manufacturers are being tested for wearability and manouvreability 
by nine fire fighters from each department. 

During the twelve-month test, the turn out clothes will be exposed to 
various conditions. As problems arise, changes will be made on an 
‘on-going basis by the manufacturers 

OFM Fire Services Adviser Dave Fields has been appointed liason 
officer by Mr. Oxenham to work with both the fire fighters and the 
manufacturers to come up with the appropriate changes. 

The Toronto and Ottawa Fire Departments were chosen for the 
tests because they are major municipalities with contrasting environ- 
ments, and because they are convenient for the OFM to monitor. 

The test turn out clothes were presented to the fire fighters who had 
been chosen to participate, in special ceremonies held at aire station 
in each city. 

City and Fire Department officials attended the presentations, 
where the project was outlined for them in detail. 

The committee is now looking into every aspect of the fire fighters’ 
equipment. The results will be constantly monitored, and changes will 
be made when necessary to give the fire fighters the best protection 
possible. 

As new designs, fabrics or compositions become available, they will 
also be tested. All of the equipment is first put through controlled tests 
at the Ontario Research Foundation. It is then tested by the fire 
fighters.

Three pleces of equipment which will aid the Office of the Fire Marshal 
in the Investigation of fires have been donated to the OFM by Factory 
Mutual Engineering Corporation. 


Donald Garner, Arson Co-ordinator of the Engineering Division of 
Factory Mutual from Norwood, Mass,, and Robert Pritchard, Operations 
Supervisor in Toronto, recently presented Fire Marshal John Bateman, 
and Wil Gilkinson, Chief of the Fire Investigation Section, with a Visu- 
print Unit, a Hydro-Carbon Detector, and a hand recorder 


The donation was funded by the Factory Mutual Arson Fund, which was 
established to assist non-profit agencies in implementing effective arson 
Control projects, This is part of an on-going effort to control losses by 
controlling the incidence of arson, 


Mr. Garner said he hopes the contribution will further the fight against 
arson and act as an incentive to other insurance companies to provide 
seed money for arson control projects that might otherwise not get 
started, 


The equipment will be used in the Fire Investigation Van recently 
acquired by the Fire Investigation Section of the OFM. The 29-foot 
Winnebago shell was recently converted into a fire investigation van, 
nd it will be used in the investigation of arson fires, large loss fires, and 
fatal fires 


The Visuprint is a new technique which has been developed in the last 
few years. It will penetrate carbon deposits and expose fingerprints that 
normally could not be detected at fire scenes. 


The Hydro-Carbon Detector Lifelight Model 856 (Sniffer) detects 
hydro-carbon material that may be present at an incendiary fire, 


The hand recorder is going to be used to take fast notes in large loss 
fires. The investigator ata fire can dictate at the scene, and the informa- 
tion can then be transcribed through the telephone directly into the 
word processor al the OFM office 


The investigation van was purchased complete with a 6,000 watt elec- 
trical generator to supply power to operate the tools, appliances and 
provide supplementary heating 


itis fully equipped with hand tools and power equipment to assistin the 
investigation of a fire, Installation of radio equipment and telephones 
make this unit ideal for use as a command unit at major fire scenes.

Occupant Load—Hotels 


The Hotel Fire Safety Services has established a policy, in agreement 
with the L,L.B.O.; regarding setting and posting of occupant loads in 
Hotel assembly areas. 


The figures used for establishing occupancy numbers and exit 
requirements will be essentially the same as the Ontario Building 
Code with the following exceptions. 


A Hotel assembly area established prior to 1971 is exempt from the 
“Unit of Exit width requirements”. In this case, and where exits are 
substandard to the width based on 60 persons per unit of exit width, 
the occupancy load will be based on 15 sq. {t. per person. 


The Hotel Fire Safely Services now has occupancy cards printed 
Posting cards in all Hotel assembly areas will take some time. 
However, the program is underway

Ross Tilley Burncentre 
officially opened 
on April 18, 1984 


The Ross Tilley Burncentre at the Wellesley Hospital 
was officially opened on April 18, 1984 


The burn centre, as opposed to a burn unit or burn 
treatment program, isa fully-equipped, self-contain- 
ed facility that not only includes patient beds, but its 
own operating room, hydro-therapy, sterile rooms, 
intensive care and convalescent areas, patient 
lounges and staff rooms. 


The centre, the first of its kind in Canada, is designed 
to serve as a regional referral centre for more than 
5,000,000 people in Metropolitan Toronto and south- 
ern Ontario. 


Dr. Ross Tilley, for whom the centre is named, is a 
Canadian plastic surgeon renowned in this field 
since his pioneering work with badly burned airmen 
in the south of England during World War II 


The objectives in the establishment of a regional adult burn 
centre is to reduce the mortality and morbidity in serious burns, 
decrease the time of hospitalization and bring about more effec- 
tive rehabilitation of the burned patient. 


The centre will provide a highly specialized centralized therapy 
Program as opposed to the present manner of treating small 
numbers of burns in many hospitals in the area where logistics 
of health personnel prevent obtaining the necessary equipment 
and the fully organized burn team. 


The Wellesley Hospital was chosen as the site for the burn centre 
because of its central location, its prominent role in the field of 
plastic surgery and special service to burn patients, the pioneer- 
ing development of its skin bank, and its close association with 
the University of Toronto. 


The Ontario Ministry of Health approved operational funding for 
the project in 1982. Government grants were not available for 
capital building and equipment purposes, and a campaign was 
organized and launched in the private sector to raise the money 
to build and equip the burn centre.

The centre will treat approximately 300 patients per year, includ- 
ing victims with large second degree burns, large third degree 
burns with particular attention to hands, feet and face, burns 
with smoke inhalation, electrical burns involving high voltage, 
burns accompanied by other injuries and burns to elderly 
patients. (Children will continue to be treated at the Hospital for 
Sick Children.) 


The burn team, which will provide a highly specialized central- 
ized program in burn care, will include plastic surgeons, nurses, 
anaethestists, a dietician, a haematolagist, an occupational 
therapist, a physiotherapist, a physiatrist, a respiratory technol- 
ogist and a psychiatrist 


Each year in Ontario more than 3,000 residents are admitted to 
hospital with burn injuries, many in critical condition. 


Approximately 8,000 Canadians are admitted to hospital each 
year with burns. This represents 200,000 hospital days per year 
and costs $100,000,000 per year 


In Canada, burn units currently exist in Halifax, Montreal, Win- 
nipeg, Edmonton and Vancouver, but the Ross Tilley Burncentre 
is the first self-contained “Burn Centre” in the country. 


Ontario’s Arson Programs Studied 


The study of fire and arson investigation led two 
men who live only sixty miles away from each 
other in Australia to meet half-way around the 
world at the Ontario Fire College in Gravenhurst. 


Rodney Walters, a station officer with the Coun- 
try Fire Authority, and Gordon Major, a Detective 
Sergeant on the Victoria Police Department 
Arson Squad, met during a course at the college 
Each had no idea that the other had been sent to 
Canada to study arson 


Mr. Walters’ trip was sponsored by the Winston 
Churchill Memorial Trust, and consisted of 14 
weeks spents in the United States and Canada 
He was in Gravenhurst for two weeks, and spent 
another two weeks on field work at the Office of 
the Fire Marshal 


Mr. Major was sent to Canada for one month 
after the government in Australia recognized the 
arson problem, and began compiling statistics 
It was decided the arson squad should look into 
where the best arson detection and clean-up 
takes place, and Canada was chosen 


Although both the men were sent without either organization 
being aware anyone else was coming to Ontario for a similar 
purpose, it was the first time anyone had been sent overseas to 
study the problem by either group.

The centre will provide a highly specialized centralized therapy 
Program as opposed to the present manner of treating small 
numbers of burns in many hospitals in the area where logistics

The Wellesley Hospital was chosen as the site for the burn centre 
because of its central location, its prominent role in the field of 
Plastic surgery and special service to burn patients, the pioneer- 
ing development of its skin bank, and its close association with 
the University of Toronto. 


The Ontario Ministry of Health approved operational funding for 
the project in 1982. Government grants were not available for 
capital building and equipment purposes, anda campaign was 
organized and launched in the private sector to raise the money 
to build and equip the burn centre.

Halls in religious establishments in Ontario have been 
granted a one year extension to comply with Ontario 
Regulation 251/83, Part 9 Retrofit. This part of the Fire 
Code establishes requirements to provide a minimum 
level of life safety for occupants. Occupancies affected by 
this legislation include church halls, but not areas of 
worship. 


The initial compliance date of April 29, 1984 has been 
extended by one year to April 29, 1985. 


In recognizing that especially difficult conditions may 
warrant special considerations, the legislation also permits

owners to apply to the municipal fire department for a 
compliance extension of up to two additional years after 
this new date provided that a proposed schedule of com- 
pliance is submitted with this application. In addition, a 
Life Safety Study may be acceptable extending the com- 
pliance time where accompanied by a detailed schedule 
for implementation of the work 


The one year extension applies only to religious estab- 
lishments. It provides additional time for owners to estab- 
lish the application of Part 9 to their facilities and to 
evaluate and implement retrofit requirements.

North York 
New Training Program 
Developed 


During recent years the North York Fire Department has been 
enlarging the size of its fire prevention division by hiring additional 
department staff and then transferring of staff from the fire fighting 
division. The new inspectors have received training and familiariza- 
lion before being assigned individual responsibilities. 

A decision was made recently to invest additional planning time in 
‘order to develop a more comprehensive training program 


Following many hours of staff time, an agenda was developed and 
three prospective inspectors were selected trom a group of appli- 
cants. A fire department classroom was utilized for instruction 
purposes. 

The presence of display panels with Public Relations pictures and 
script, plus equipment such as sprinkler valves and related items, 
assisted in creating a fire prevention related environment within the 
classroom 


The agenda developed for the four-week program included two 
weeks in which staff were assigned to work with at least four differ 
ent inspectors in numerous areas of the city. 


During the first week, topics included instruction on the Ontario Fire 
Code, How to Conduct an Inspection, The Ontario Fire Marshals 
Act, on-site inspections, problem solving, aspects of fire alarm 
systems, sprinkler systems, detectors (heat and smoke), complet- 
ing forms and recording statistical information 


During the second week the staff were instructed in the Ontario 
building code, fire safety plans, and the importance of public rela~ 
tions. Visits to the Office of the Fire Marshal and to an actual hearing 
were included 


The next two weeks were spent "on the road", and during the fifth 
and final week, the staff shared their experiences and identified any 
problems they encountered. 

North York Chief Fire Prevention Officer Alan Speed said that in 
order to keep the agenda interesting, a number of outside visits and 
tire safety films were interspersed. The responsibility for teaching 
was shared by the district chiefs and four captains {rom within the 
division. This provided a cross-section of experience and expertise, 
and also minimized any potential monotony from listening to the 
same voice all day long. 


The first \wo weeks were designed to prepare the new inspectors 
with a theoretical understanding of their responsilibities. They were 
assigned to work with inspectors during weeks three and four and 
encouraged to observe the style and approach used, and to see how 
each different inspector applies his personality and individuality in 
the performance of his duties. 

Upon completion of the program, the new inspectors were given a 
comprehensive questionnaire to complete. They were asked to 
comment on each session, the teaching staff, the classroom envir- 
onment, the films, the outside visits, the field inspection work, and to 
provide a personal review of the entire training program 


Mr. Speed said there can be no doubt thata comprehensive training 
program is vitally important, not only for the benefit of the individual 
inspector, but for the benefit of the Fire Prevention Division and the 
community as a whole 

He said greater demands are placed upon fire prevention stalf 
today, and it is expected that they perform in a professional manner 
Therelore in order to respond effectively they must be trained ina 
professional manner, not only in the initial stages, but in a consist- 
ent on-going basis.

North York 


New Training Program 
Developed 


During recent years the North York Fire Department has been 
enlarging the size of its fire prevention division by hiring additional 
department staff and then transferring of staff from the fire fighting 
division. The new inspectors have received training and familiariza- 
tion before being assigned individual responsibilities 


A decision was made recently to invest additional planning time in 
order to develop a more comprehensive training program 
Following many hours of staff time, an agenda was developed and 
three prospective inspectors were selected from a'Qroup of appli- 
cants. A fire department classroom was utilized for instruction 
purposes. . 

The presence of display panels with Public Relations pictures and 
script, plus equipment such as sprinkler valves and related items, 
assisted in creating a fire prevention related environment within the 
classroom, 


The agenda developed for the four-week program included two 
weeks in which staff were assigned to work with at least four differ- 
ent inspectors in numerous areas of the city 


During the first week, topics included instruction on the Ontario Fire 
Code, How to Conduct an Inspection, The Ontario Fire Marshals 
Act, on-site inspections, problem solving, aspects of fire alarm 
systems, sprinkler systems, detectors (heat and smoke), complet- 
ing forms and recording statistical information 


During the second week the staff were instructed in the Ontario 
building code, fire safety plans, and the importance of public rela- 
tions. Visits to the Office of the Fire Marshal and to an actual hearing 
were included 


The next two weeks were spent “on the road”, and during the fifth 
and final week, the staff shared their experiences and identified any 
problems they encountered. 


North York Chief Fire Prevention Officer Alan Speed said that in 
order to keep the agenda interesting, a number of outside visits and 
fire safety films were interspersed. The responsibility for teaching 
was shared by the district chiefs and four captains from within the 
division. This provided a cross-section of experience and expertise, 
and also minimized any potential monotony from listening to the 
same voice all day long 

The first two weeks were designed to prepare the new inspectors 
with a theoretical understanding of their responsilibities. They were 
assigned to work with inspectors during weeks three and four and 
encouraged to observe the style and approach used, and to see how 
each different inspector applies his personality and individuality in 
the performance of his duties 

Upon completion of the program, the new inspectors were given a 
comprehensive questionnaire to complete. They were asked to 
comment on each session, the teaching staff, the classroom envir- 
‘onment, the films, the outside visits, the field inspection work, and to 
provide a personal review of the entire training program 


Mr. Speed said there can be no doubt thata comprehensive training 
program is vitally important, not only for the benefit of the individual 
inspector, but for the benefit of the Fire Prevention Division and the 
community as a whole. 


He said greater demands are placed upon fire prevention staf 
today, and it is expected that they perform ina professional manner 
Therefore in order to respond effectively they must be trained ina 
professional manner, not only in the initial stages, but in a consist- 
ent on-going basis. 
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
